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GERMAN PROTEST.

Objects to Seizure of Mails by the
Russians.
BERLIN ~~The German government

| has taken a prompt and firm stand in

regard to the selgnre of the mails of
the North Cerman Llovid steamer

unteer fleet steamer Smolensk, July
15, having entered a protest against
the earrying off of the mails, and ask-
ing for a disavowal of the Smolensk’s
actlon and the return of the captured
mall sacks, The German government,
the foreign oMee says, recognizes the
right to search malils when on board
the vessel ltself, but elnime the Smo-
lensk had no right to take off malls
in bulk from the vessel. The further
nrgument is advaneed that the right
of search ean only Le exercigsod by a
warship, whereas the Smolensk tra-
versed the Dardanelles only recently
flying the Russian commercial flag,
not assuming the character of a war-
ship. The German government has
not taken a positive stand on this last
verdict, but leaves the question for
future diseussion and settlemont, No
answer has yel from
Russin.

The recent publication by the Russ
of St. Pelershirg of o statement that
Great Britain is ahont 1o transfer Wei
Hai Wel to Germany in exchange for
a free hand in the Yang Tse valley is
seonted at the forelen office, where it
i# classed as o vevival of an old story
and as having no foundation,

Diplomatie ecircles bLelieve TRussla
will speedily disavow the seizure,
since a refusal to do so will cortainly
raise the gtatus of the Smolensk., Dis-
cussions of the incident among the
foreign diplonats show there is a be-
lief that the raising of the guestion

becn reeceived

will be extromely awkward for Rus-
sia, since the Smolensk passod the
Dardanelles ag a merchantman and

assumed the role of a warship in the
Red sea. In determining its status
only two alternatives are permissible
it is either a warrior or a pirate—
and Russia having every reason to
prevent Germany from pressing for a
deelslon on this point, will, it is be-
lieved, gracefully disavow the rash act
of the Smolensl.

The newspapers strike a sharper
note in diseussing the seizure of mails
Jrom the Prinz Helnrich, and raise a
unanimous demand for a speedy apol-

ogy.

STRIKE ON ACAIN!

PACKING HOUSE EMPLOYES ARE |
OUT A SECOND TIME.

Strikers Assert that Discrimination is
S8hown When Application Is Made
for Work—Packers Pick Out Cer-
tain Employes and Let Others Go.

CHICAGO—The stock yards strike,
which was renewed Friday morning
In Chleago and all the other points
where the hog packing- companies
have branches, becanse the strikers
were dissatigsfied with the manner in
which the employers proposed to re-
instate their former employes pend-
ing a settlement by arbitratron, will
continune for another day at least,

A joint conference betwem repre-
resentatives of both sgides to the econ-
troversy and representatives of the al-
lied trades In an attompt to ving
abont a peaceable adjustment of this
second strike was unsuccoasful, and
the meeting was adjourned with the
understanding that another conforence

would he held Saturday morning at
8 o'clock,
AL the conference, which lasted

five hours, a commiltee consisting of
live representatives of the packers anu
five representatives of the butchers’
union, was appointed to go over the
whole sltnation, but the committee
was unahle to reach a working ba-
sls with which both sides would be
satisfied. Whether the difficulty can
be gatisfactorily settled at Saturday’s
meeting is problematical,

After adjournment a publication
committee announced that the peace
negotiations bad failed, but still has
hopes that an agreement could he
reached in the near future. No
written statement of what oceurred
in the meeting was given, as has
been customary at the former confer-
ences and the eommittee declined to
give any further information, except
that another meeting would se held
Saturday.

In the following statement given
out by President Donnelly of the
butehers’ union, the reason why the
strikers refused to return to work is
glven:

“The packers signed an agreement
that there would be no diserimination
in the re-hiring of the men. This
was accepted by the officers of the
organization in good faith. On the
return of the men this morning they
were lined up like cattle. The fore-
men and superintendents wous#l walk
through the line and pick out a man
and say: ‘Yon come up.' The next
man would be pushed out of iine and
wld that he could not be accive. It
was always the active uniow men
whom they could not use. We un-
derstood-the agreement perfectly and
the strike was only called afier the
packers had violated the sam=. This
has been their system in the past and
that was our main reason for inslsting
on the time limit in the agreement,
but in spite of thls the packers’ in-
tentions were to hire only suca men
as were favorites. They aiso hired
men in some of the departments who
had not been employed prior to the
sirike."”

HIGH HONOR FOR AN AMERICAN.

Seccretary Hay Will .Be Given Grand
Cross of Legion of Honor.

PARIS—The most important an-
nouncement of the fortheoming list of
decorations following the French na-
tional holiday will be that of President
Loubet conferring the grand cross of
the Legion of Honor upon Secretary
Hay.

The grand cross is the higest. grade
and is given only to personages the
government desires to signally honor.
An official said it was evidence of
Foreign Minister Delcasse's high re-
gard for Mr. Hay's conduct of foreign
affairs during the last five years. This
has constantly strengthened Franco-
American relations, the latest being
American recognition of French para-
mount authority in Morocco under the
Franco-British arrangement.

Doings of the Maccabees.

DETROIT, Mich.—The specrfal com-
mittee appointed to consider the reso-
lutions submitted by the 224 Macca-
bees' tents who objected to (ne pro-
poscd readjustment of rates, and
asked for a more liberal representa-
tion in the supreme tent, submitted
its report on Friday. The report rec-
ommends that consideration e given
those protests that were worded re-
spectfully, and that the board of trus-
tees take up the matter of punishing
those tents that submitted protests
couched in disrespectiul language.

Report Fighting at Kaltou. >
LONDON.—A dispatch to the Cen-
tral News from Tokio sayvs there is
reason to helieve that a severe fight,
lasting all day, occurred July 19 at
Kaitou, north of Mo Tien pass. An-
other dispatch to the Central News
from Tokio says that a telegram from
the front announces that the engage-
ment north of Mo Tien pass was pre-
cipitated by the Russians, who at-
tacked the Japanese positions at Sio-
hiayen, westward of Kaitou., After se-
vere fighting the Russians were re-
pulsed.

Carries Sixty Thousand.
CHICAGO—The movement west-
ward on account of the opening of the
Rosebud Indian reservation in South
Dakota exceeded all expectations.
The Chicago & Northwestern alone
took G0,000 people to Bonesteel, Fair-
fax and Yankton. The unprecedented
moveinent was largely due to the fact
that & long overland journey was not

necessary te geach the land.
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
